Citing abortion scandal, bishops back Hatch

WASHINGTON (NC) — Calling 


abortion a continuing national 
scandal, two leading U-.S.. bishops 
broke precedent Nov. 5 and backed 
specific wording for a human life 
amendment to the Constitution. 


Archbishop John R. Roach of St. 
Paul-Minneapolis and Cardinal 
Terence Cooke of New York told a 
Senate subcommittee they supported 
a controversial amendment proposed 
by Sen. Orrin Hatch (R-Utah) 
because it ‘“‘has the great merit of 
‘being an achievable solution to the 
present situation of abortion on 
demand.”’ 


PRO-LIFE CRITICS of Hatch’s 
amendment say his proposal lacks one 
key principle: recognition of the 
personhood of the fetus. 

But Archbishop Roach, president 
of the National Conference _of 
Catholic Bishops, asked that the 
bishops’ position not be misinter-

teaching moral 


preted and said the bishops still are 
“‘committed to full legal recognition 
of the right to. life of the unborn 
child.”’ 


He added, ‘‘We cannot in 
conscience tolerate the continued 
destruction of unborn human lives at 
the rate of one-and-a-half million a 
year on the hypothetical grounds that 
some day another, theoretically ideal 
constitutional solution might be 
found.”’ : 


MOST OF the attention has 
focused on Hatch’s amendment, 
which holds that abortion is not a 
right guaranteed by the Constitution 
and grants Congress and the states 
the power to re-enact abortion restric- 
tions struck down by the Supreme 
Court. 


Critics of the amendment have 
complained that the bishops’ support 
for it was a “‘sell-out’’ in order to gain 
support for their position on tuition 
tax credits or other legislative issues. 


But Archbishop Roach, asked by 
Hatch why the bishops had decided to 
support a specific amendment at this 
timé, said the increasing number of 
abortions has become a ‘‘cumulative 
horror’’ which needed to be addressed 
and that Hatch’s amendment has the 
“‘essential ingredients’ of a remedy. 


CARDINAL COOKE, chairman 
of the bishops’ Committee for Pro- 
Life Activities, said abortion on 
demand reinforces the acceptability of 
violence, diminishes respect for the 


. human being, and unravels the moral 


fiber of the nation. 


‘In calling for a constitutional 
remedy,’’ Cardinal Cooke said, ‘‘we 
have no intention of asking the 
government to take over our task of 
principles and 
forming consciences.”’ 


HARTFORD, Conn. (NC) — In 
an open letter to Catholic women 
reportedly celebrating ‘‘priestless 
Eucharists,’’ Archbishop John F. 
Whealon of Hartford warned that 
their actions, if they were reported 
accurately, were ‘‘at least schismatic’’ 
and possibly heretical. 


“Do not make the sacred Eucharist 
either a protest or a plaything. Do not 
trivialize the Lord’s- Body and 
Blood,’’ the archbishop wrote Oct. 
30. The letter was addressed to ‘‘My 
dear sisters in Christ Jesus’? and pub- 
lished by the Hartford archdiacesan 
newspaper, The Catholic Transcript. 


AN OCT. 11 article in the Hartford 
Courant reported that about 30 women 
were participating in ‘‘priestless 
Eucharists.’’ It quoted one woman 
who claimed her authority to cele- 
brate the Eucharist came from the 
community and not from priestly 
ordination. 


Archbishop Whealon said he knew

of the alleged eucharistic celebrations 
only from the newspaper report. He 
said of the participants that if they 
were joining the Christian community 
in Mass on Sundays and holy days 
and ‘‘in addition’’ conducting ‘‘a 
paraliturgical ceremony or ‘agape’ 
that simply remembers the Last 
Supper, then I see no serious 
problem.”’ 


On the other hand, he said, if ‘‘you 
are not joining the Christian assembly 
at Mass, then you are failing in the 
minimal liturgical prayer expected of 
any Catholic. If you are somehow 
simulating the Mass and pretending 
to be a priest, then you are in serious 
danger of separating yourselves 
entirely from the Lord’s Catholic 
Church, 


“OUR HERITAGE,”’ he said, 
‘‘is that a re-presenting of the Lord’s 


_action (at the Last Supper) was to be 


done by the apostles and their succes- 
sors, that this action was and is a 
sacrifice, and that the one to do this is 
a priest ordained by the laying on of 
hands in the apostolic succession. For 
us Catholics, priesthood and Eucha- 
rist are inseparable. We do not have 
the Eucharist without priests. We do 


~ ‘fot have priests without ordination in 


apostolic succession.”’

MORAL RESPONSIBILITY — 
The Vatican has joined 140 countries 
at the United Nations in this year’s 
General Assembly debate on disarm- 
ament by pleading with the current 
generation to exercise moral respon- 
sibility. : 


“TIME IS NOW’ — The bishops 
of Canada condemned the decision of 
the U.S. to proceed with the develop- 
ment of the neutron warhead. ‘‘To 
exult in the destruction of humanity,”’ 
they said, ‘‘while saving inanimate 
property violates our most cherised 
ideals: namely that people are made 
in the image of God and that human 
life has a sacred value.’’ The bishops 
asked Catholics and other people of 
Canada to oppose the build-up of 
nuclear arms by all nations. ‘‘At some 
point we must say ‘stop,’ ”’ they said.

Bishop 
Cordes, vice president of the Ponti- 
fical Council for the Laity, said he has

discuss the recently formed family 
council. ‘‘It is the family which needs 
the attention we gave 90 years ago to 
the social question,’’ Bishop Cordes 
said the pope commented. 


DISCLOSURE URGED — A 
group of Catholics urged Cardinal 
John Cody of Chicago to make ‘‘a 
complete accounting of the sources 
and use of all Church funds.’’ They 
set a deadline of Dec. 10 for other 
Catholics to support the letter. 
Cardinal Cody did not respond 
immediately to the specific requests, 
but a spokesperson for the archdiocese 
said ‘‘the cardinal has received the 
statement and has taken the matter 
under advisement.”’ 


CLOSER FEELING — Pope 
John Paul told a general audience that 
“‘personal experience with violence”’ 
made him feel closer to those who are 
persecuted because of their faith or 
their fight for justice. This ‘‘made me 
feel even more intensely a closeness 
with those who in any place on earth 
and in any way suffer persecution in 
the name of Christ,’’ he said.

PAPAL APPEAL — Pope John 
Paul II renewed his appeal for aid to 
the drought-stricken Sahel region of 
Africa and pledged the Church’s con- 
tinued cooperation in solving relief 
problems. The pope said gifts sent to 
him in response to his plea would 
have a ‘‘concrete realization”’ in the 
Sahel region and would become ‘‘an 
effective sign of my love for my most 
sorely tested African brothers and 
sisters.”

St. Lucy stolen 


VENICE, Italy (NC) — The 


remains of St. Lucy, the third-century 


martyr described by Italians as ‘‘the 
most kidnapped saint in paradise,’’ 
were stolen once again. 

Armed bandits stole the skeleton of 
St. Lucy from St: Jeremy Church in 
Venice Nov. 7 but left behind the 


saint’s head and a silver death mask : 


used to cover the fragile skull. 


Local police were studying a 
number of theories on the motive for 
the ‘crime, including the possibility of 
a ransom demand, but no demand 
had been made two days after the 
theft. 


Another theory centered on a long- 
standing conflict between Catholics in 
the southern Italian island of Sicily, 
where St. Lucy was born in 281, and 
those in Venice in northern Italy, 


where -her remains. have been kept — 


since 1204, over possession of the 
skeleton. Requests by Sicilians for 
return of the body have been turned 
down in recent years by the two 
patriarchs of Venice who later became 
Popes John XXIII and John Paul I, 
and by the current patriarch, 


Cardinal Marco Ce.

Victory Noll Sisters make 
40-year commitment here

EL CENTRO— The Our Lady of 
Victory Missionary Sisters of 
Huntington, Ind., have a 
commitment of at least four decades 
of total service to the people and the 
Church in the Imperial Valley; the 
order has in one way or another been 
in the Valley since before World War 
Il. 


There are four Victory Noll Sisters 
here’ at present, and each has only 
started within the past year or so a 
ten-year stretch of Christian service in 


this agricultural, economically — 
troubled ‘‘mission’’ of the Diocese of 
San Diego. 


SISTER BETTY Anderson is on 
the staff of Catholic Community 
Services and the coordinator of a new 
parish outreach program. She _ is 
assisted by Miss Marti Johannes, a 


Jesuit volunteer working in the 
Valley. 


‘““We’re trying to serve the parishes 
of the Imperial Valley in building 
genuine Christian communities,”’ 
said Sister Betty. ‘‘We hope to be able 
to unify people in the faith dimension 
and then help them to define the 
issues that they see are 
important...anything from spiritual 
and social concerns to injustice in the 
community or a railroad crossing sign 
that is needed.”’ 


Sister Alice O’Brien spends most of 
her time at Sacred Heart parish in 
Brawley, where she is the director of 
religious education. ‘“‘Community is 
precious to us as Religious,’ said 
Sister A 
ministry is influenced by the qualities 
of our own community life.”’ 

THE SISTERS?’ own commitment 
to the larger Imperial Valley 
community in which they now live 
and work was evidenced by their 
order’s investment of $20,000 as a 
non-member deposit in the Desert 
Valle Credit Union last year, which 


_puts local money in the parishes to 


work for the benefit of the Valley and 
individual members. ; 


“Sharing our own resources in this 
way is one way in which our own 
community serves,’’ said Sister Alice. 
““We have taken a percentage of our 
Own savings and shared them in the 
development of people.’’ 


Sister Rita Snyder is dividing her 
time between several Valley parishes, 
including St. Anthony in. Imperial 


lice. ‘‘Our effectiveness in — 


(adult education) and Immaculate 
Heart of Mary in Niland (working 
with young people). 

SISTER MURIEL Balch was her 
order’s pioneer in the Imperial 
Valley, and served there in the years 
before World War II, ‘“‘before they 
had catechetical centers. We used to 
gather the children under the shade of 
a tree...if there was a tree.’’ 


The biggest problem the Sisters 


have faced is adapting themselves to 
the people and the two cultures of the 
Valley, one English, the other 
Hispanic. But they remain optimistic 
in light of the changes they have seen 
and what they think the future holds 
in store. 


VOCATION IS the answer to 
what Sister Betty has found in her 
work here. ‘‘I have a real sense of 
doing what I’m called to do... being 
with the poor and living in the 
community.” 

Community life is important to the 
Sisters, and they share a six-bedroom 
house that has a chapel and a 
community room; the property was 
purchased for them, and they pay the 
owner a token monthly rent. Their 
initial housing situation was so bad in 
so many ways, said Sister Betty, that 
she told herself ‘‘This will take a 
miracle’? to correct; the miracle 
happened through the continuing 
generosity of others. 


What has been happening in their 
own lives and the people they serve, 
said Sister Alice, has given her both 


hope and a ‘“‘vision of what can. 
happen in the Valley.’ 


THE MOST optimistic sign of 
progress for the parishes of the 
Imperial Valley, said Sister Muriel, 
was a three-day deanery council 
meeting of priests, Sisters and laity, 
which recently drew up a master five- 
year plan for evangelization in every 
facet of Church and parish life. ¢

St. Teresa: original liberated woman 


Would Teresa of Avila today be the darling of the 
women’s movement, the ERA supporters and NOW, or 
rate a cover story in Ms magazine? Would she be heading 
the Leadership Conference of Women Religious? 


Her biographers have called her a highly controversial, 


political, contentious, courageous, non-conforming 
individual. They also have called her a fearless crusader, 
reformer, rebel. 


Next year will be the 400th anniversary of her 
death — October 15, 1582. Much is being planned and 
centered around this magnetic Carmelite Sister, who is 
one of only a few women ever proclaimed a Doctor of 
the Church. 

She is—in all probability—the most remarkable of 
women saints, St. Catherine of Sienna and St. Joan of Arc 
notwithstanding. 

Her writings are about many of her spiritual experiences 
during her era of reforming both the men’s and women’s 
branches of the Carmelite order in a period of laxity. 


She is an attractive saint and has much to say to the 
women of our day, as well as to Church authorities. 


It is interesting—in the light of the ERA and the 
women’s movement and the Sandra Day O’Connor 
appointment—to speculate as to how Teresa would be 
perceived today. It would seem that she would be their 
ideal poster woman, as she stood up to authority, consorted 
with kings, and influenced philosophers—always as a 
woman. 

But the key is that she did all this as a Religious 
woman, as a Sister; she did all in the context of 
spirituality. She was reviled, criticized, opposed. She 
was the subject of much gossip; but she let nothing 
move her from her goals, which she felt were inspired 
by God. : ee 

Her Interior Castle reveals even some of her conversations 
with God, which even in her day, many thought 
presumptuous. 

Yet, many of the quotations come down to popularity in 
our day; such as the moment of frustration when all was 
going wrong, when she said to our Lord: ‘‘No wonder You 
have so few friends if this is the way You treat them.”’ 
Some divine answers also have been recorded. 


This highly-spirited Spanish woman had mystical 
experiences which caused her to be branded a lunatic and 
fanatic. She was bewildered and irritated and suffered the 
calumny to which so many of the famous are subject. 


She remained absqlutely true to the ‘‘lights’? —the 
inspiration she felt God had given her. 
Is such a reform needed today, 400 years after St. Teresa 


of Avila? 
St. Teresa has been called the most orthodox. of 


Catholics. She freely availed herself of the most thorough 
investigations, inquisitors, confessors—and none could 


fault her. 
Yet, at the same time, she was one of the most liberated 


of women Religious—traveling far and wide, meeting with 
all manner of people, and even advising the Spanish king. 

St. Teresa of Avila captures the imagination today, 
even as the centuries pass. How we wish it were possible 
to recall her. We wonder, too, if the media would perceive 
her as a Teresa of Calcutta or a Theresa Kane.

Land a gift of God 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — On Italy’s day of 
thanksgiving for the harvest Pope John Paul II issued a call 
for legislation that will guarantee the rights of the world’s 
farmworkers. 

Speaking to about 50,000 pilgrims in St. Peter’s Square 
on Nov. 8, the pontiff said that many of the social problems 
of rural communities today can be attributed to developing 
technology and to agricultural policy. ; 

‘*Above all in the countries of the Third World,’’ said 
the pope, ‘‘radical changes are urgently needed which 
would guarantee by means of just legislation the primary 
rights of farmworkers.’’ 

The pontiff added that in the Third World the majority 
of the people live by working on the land. Suggesting that 
the workers themselves are often deprived of the benefit of 
their labor, the pope said that ‘‘the land is a gift of God, 
which the Omnipotent gives to all and which should 
produce benefits for the advantage of all.”’ 


In noting the importance of agricultural workers, the 
pope said that ‘‘today the Church wants to show, yet 
another time, its particular solicitude for the well-deserving 
diligent Yrural class, whose religious spirit grows by 
continual contact with nature and with God.”’ 


‘*The Church hopes,’’ the pope continued, ‘‘that socjety 
recognizes the prestige and the consideration which they 
(farmworkers) are owed.”’ 


On the same day Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, papal 
secretary of state, was the principal celebrant at a Mass 
marking the thanksgiving celebration.

Much to give, more to gain 

A recent Newsweek cover story about the international 
meeting on economic problems ‘at Canctin, Mexico, was 
entitled ‘““The Survival Summit.’’ Subtitled “‘What the 
South Will Ask For; What the North Should Do,’’ the 
article proposed that effective negotiations between rich 
and poor countries is a matter of life and death, as the 
survival of millions of the world’s poor is at stake. But it is 
incorrect to conclude that the. North (i.e. the developed 
nations) has everything to give and nothing to gain in this 
dialogue. 


The developed nations do have much to give the Third 
World in goods, services, and financial resources. Pope 
John Paul II has restated Paul VI’s call for the world’s 
richer nations to direct one percent of their gross national 
product (GNP) into assistance programs for the economic 


~ development of poorer nations. This is even more than the 


United Nations’ target figure of 0.7 percent of GNP for 
developed nations to give in aid to developing nations. 


The developed countries actually have much to gain in 
the dialogue between rich and poor nations. Twentieth- 
century history seems to teach that poverty can breed 
revolution and Communism. The future of the democratic 
freedoms and economic advantages which we enjoy in the 
West might be better assured by improving the lot of the 
Third World than by developing and deploying more and 
more.deadly weapons systems.

- Like a thief in the night 


November 15, 1981, Thirty-Third Sunday in 
Ordinary Time. Proverbs 31:10-13, 19-20, 
30-31; 1 Thessalonians 5:1-6; Matthew 25:14-30. 


The Church’s year is rapidly drawing to a close, 
and with the Solemnity of Christ the King one week 
from this Sunday, we will enter the last week of 
Ordinary Time. Our readings fittingly speak to us of 
the final things, of the things we must do to set our 
own house in order as we await the glorious Second 
Coming of Our Lord. 


The Book of Proverbs is a collection of sayings 
compiled over a very long period of time, and forms 
part of the Wisdom literature of Israel. Proverbs is 
“Old Testament’? in that it reflects a 
patriarchal social setting which sees the value of: 
woman in her‘role of service to husband, family and 
home. 


THIS IS A ROLE which Pope John Paul II has 
again and again reemphasized; but at the same time 
the Church has consistently taught that women have 
the right to contribute to Church and society to the 
fullest extent of their own talents and capabilities. 


Perhaps we best put this first reading into 
perspective by seeing in the qualities of wife or

They come to put things into perspective for us and 
turn us back from the seductive detours of anger and 
depression and all those negative lures. 


If we believed more in angels, we would probably 
see them more often and recognize them when we 
do. They are masters of disguise and we need to 
remain very alert to blow their cover. 


It is, of course, a very serious error to ignore the 
word the angels bring. It is a risk we really cannot 
afford to take. So if we are wise we will presume the 
presence of angels even where they seem most 
unlikely and in the forms that seem least possible, 
and listen to what is said to us at all times, just in 


‘case. 


WE MIGHT BALK at accepting advice or a 
word of warning from the ordinary people in our 
lives, but once we accept the possibility that one of 
those sneaky angels just might be in masquerade in 
them, it is a lot easier to give some consideration to 
what they say. 


After all, believing in angels doesn’t mean that we 
have to carry them around on our shoulders any 
more. They seem quite capable of making their own 
way, even if they do need a ‘quarter from time to

. Sobriety in faith. He gives us Jesus’ parable of the 


\talents to set the Christian life in concrete terms, in 
an eschatological perspective which speaks to us out 
of our own lived experience. 


A TALENT WAS the largest unit of currency in 
Jesus’ time, and He speaks of three men, each of 
whom received a treasure in trust from their master. 
This is a parable of stewardship, but one which 
speaks to us not of material wealth but of the life 
God has given each of us to live. 


Talents are given to us unequally by God, but the 
good life of faith always has the same reward. And 
more is expected from those to whom more has been 
given. Those who received much in our Gospel 
reaped a rich harvest, but the one who received little 
did not even put that to use. 


Do we hide the treasures God has given us? It was 
the cowardice of the servant who buried the talents 
in the ground, rather than use them for the benefit of 
others, which brought his lord’s condemnation. We 
see the same spiritual cowardice in our own lives, the 
cowardice called sin, which squanders what God 


gave to us in baptism.

SAN DIEGO—The dedication of a new pipe 
organ in the University of San Diego’s Founders 
Chapel this week is indicative of that instrument’s 
“‘return’’ to its traditional position of pre-eminence 
in the liturgy. 


Almost two decades have passed since the Second 
Vatican Council, and among the many changes in 
the Church since then have been the de- 
emphasis — or even the outright disappearance — of 
the organ, choir singing and Gregorian chant; the 
Council’s Constitution on the Sacred Liturgy said all 
three were to be retained and given new life in the 
liturgy. 


THE NEW ORGAN at USD — it has 13 ranks of 


pipes and was built by Lyle Blackinton of El 
Cajon — is a gift to the university by Mr. and Mrs. 
Eugene Trepte, and will play a prominent part in a 
liturgical music program ‘‘that is growing by leaps 
and bounds,”’ said. Father Nicolas Reveles, an 
instructor in USD’s department of music. 


There are now two choirs at USD, said Father 
Reveles, along with an ever-expanding music library 
and plans to offer more courses in Church music. 
‘‘My dream is a complete program of liturgical 
music on this campus within which musicians from 
the diocese can perfect their skills and explore the 
integral relationship between liturgy and music,”’ 


But it is the new organ itself, with its outstanding 
tonal qualities and a ‘‘tracker’’ action (an extremely 
sensitive connection between keyboard and pipe) 
which excites Father Reveles’ interest as a concert 
musician himself: *‘Some tracker organs in Europe 
have lasted for 600 years and are still being played 
today.”’ 


THE FOUNDERS CHAPEL instrument joins 
a growing list of. outstanding pipe organs in the 
diocese, notes Father Reveles. He named Mission 
San Luis Rey in Oceanside and St. Brigid in Pacific 
Beach as two churches with older pipe organs of very 
fine quality. In addition, new pipe organs have 
already been installed over the past few years or are 
currently being built for Sacred Heart in Coronado; 
Blessed Sacrament and Our Mother of Confidence 
in San Diego; and San Rafael in Rancho Bernardo. 


Father Reveles laments the fact that many fine 
church organs, precision instruments handcrafted of 
wood, metal and leather, have falicn on hard times 
Nee neglect and disinterest. ‘‘Much liturgy 
today is going in one direction and one direction 
only, the direction of least resistance, the least 
trouble,’’ he said. > 
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Father Reveles plays the new USD pipe organ. 


This has resulted in ‘‘simplistic’’ solutions to 
music making, he said, with a lack of 
commitment—and money—to liturgical music, 
witnessed by choirs that have died out, children who 
are no longer trained in music, and the mighty pipe 
organ, a rich part of the Church’s musical heritage, 
all but gone in many places. 

‘*BACH’S WHOLE OUTPUT was devoted to 
the liturgy,’’ said Father Reveles. ‘‘During the 


- Baroque period certain note groupings had a hidden 
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-symbolism. that expressed faith elements. Even the 


abstract organ music of that period is sacred music.”’ 


Father Reveles sees some encouraging indicators 
that good liturgical music for organ and choir is 
returning to the Church, and that even 
contemporary works are capable of being on par 
with the masterpieces of the Baroque and Classical 
periods. 

Father Reveles’ hopes for a renewed emphasis on 
the role of the pipe organ in the liturgy is not meant 
as a criticism of other and newer forms of Church 
music, but only as the restoration of something 
which is in danger of being lost. 


The new pipe organ at USD represents a ‘‘very : 


generous gift’’ of the Treptes, noted Father Reveles. 
It currently has 13 ranks of pipes, each rank 
representing one of 13 differing tonal qualities for 
each of the 56 keys on the keyboards. There is room 
for at least four additional ranks of pipes at some 
future date, he added. 


The dedication concert at Founders tomorrow 
night (Nov. 13 at 8 p.m.) will be given by Jared 
Jacobson, a USD faculty member and civic organist 


for the city of San Diego. Father Reveles will 


conduct the USD Chorus.

Recently, while we were having lunch, 
a friend informed me that a key 
experience of his life had been a visit with 
his family to Taize. 

I was aware that Taize is an ecumenical 
community of monks in France. But I 
wanted to know more. In what way, for 
example, was it ecumenical? 

So I asked my friend to tell me about it 
and why his visit there made such an 
impact on him. 

The more he talked, the more I found 
myself wanting to visit Taize, and I told 
him so. But, he replied, the important 
thing about Taize — as the monks there 
would put it — is not that one goes there, 
but that one be reached by its message. 


ACCORDING TO my friend, the 
Taize community was founded outside a 
village named Taize in east central 
France. It was 1940 and the founder was 
Brother Roger Schutz — now called simp- 
ly Brother Roger of Taize. He was a 25- 
year-old minister’s son who wanted to 
restore a monastic tradition to Protes- 
tantism. He also wanted his community 
to work for unity among divided Chris- 
tians. 

Over the years, Brother Roger actively

has carried his message throughout the 
world — including to Rome where he has 
been enthusiastically received by every 
pope since Pius XII. 

In fact, John XXIII saw to it that 
Brother Roger became an official 
observer at the Second Vatican Council 
during the 1960s. Pope Paul VI, knowing 
the Taize community’s profound concern 
for the world’s poor, invited Brother 
Roger along on his journey to the 1968 
Eucharistic Congress in Bogota, Colom- 
bia. 


THE MEMBERS of Taize now 
include some 85 Anglican, Roman Cath- 
olic and Protestant monks from many 
nations. That, in itself, makes Taize 
unusual. Its members do not relinquish 
membership in their own churches. This 
seems to be a unique ecumenical feature 
of the community. 

Small bands of the monks live in 
Africa, Asia, Latin America and the 
United States. 

The monks of Taize work in secular 
jobs. Some are writers and teachers; 
Others practice medicine or law, or are 
engaged in other occupations. All lead 
lives of great simplicity. They don’t even 
wi interest-bearing savings accounts in 

inks. 


Practically from its founding, Taize was

a place where people went to seek unders- 
tanding of life’s meaning. 


ACCORDING TO my friend, in 1968 
Taize became a gathering place for many 
youths involved in the extensive student 
demonstrations that shook Paris that year. 
That was when it came to be regarded 
among youth as a “safe place to talk.” 
Those who went there experienced the 
monks as persons willing to listen in a 
non-judgmental way. 

Indeed, many young people who jour- 
neyed to Taize found that the basic ele- 
ments of their vision were shared by the 
monks who believe that all persons, 
regardless of race or social status, com- 
prise the human family, that all are 
children of the same Father. . 

Today, Taize is best known as a place 
where thousands upon thousands of 
young people have converged. 

In August 1974, when Taize began 
what is known as the Council of Youth, 
an international association of young peo- 
ple, a French reporter wrote that perhaps 
40,000 people were there, including 
several Roman Catholic cardinals. 


EACH YEAR, particularly at the time 
of Easter, youth travel to Taize. Last 
spring, more than 8,000 people — mostly 
youth — attended the Good Friday ser- 


vices under colorful tents erected by the 
monks. 

It was this tremendous drawing power 
of Taize that captured my friend’s atten- 
tion. What can explain it, he wondered? 
Once there, he found, as others have, that 
there are no tricks, no spectacular dis- 
plays. Instead, he found Taize to be a pro- 
found experience of the ability to direct 
peoples’ imaginations to the possibilities 
for bringing about the kingdom of God. 

My friend and his family discovered 
people go to Taize for various reasons: 

— out of concern for Christian unity 
and for international social justice; 

— to talk with the monks and to be 
counseled by them; 

— to participate in the discussion 
groups that meet at these times on the 
Taize hillsides; 

— to pray. 

WHAT COUNTS for the monks, 
however, is not that large numbers of 
people wind their way to Taize, but rather 


— that all pray and work for unity; 

— that all listen to others with care and 
sensitivity; 

— that they make the good of the 
human family a priority. 4 

That is the simple message of Taize. It 
is a message that has touched an astonish- 
ing number of young people today.

As a teenager, Hector thought his 
neighbors seemed to be caught in an end- 
less round of drugs and violence and 
poverty. ““They weren’t bad people,” he 
says, “‘they were victims, caught in a 
situation they couldn’t change.” 

At the time, the Hispanic youth said, 
he was living with his parents in a Brook- 
ly, N. Y., slum. 

Noting the hopelessness among his 
neighbors, Hector felt very alone and 
searched restlessly for something worth- 
while to commit himself to, preferably 
something connected with his beliefs as a 
Catholic. 


THEN, four years ago, Hector met a 
brother connected with Taize, the ecu- 
menical monastic community in France, 
who was learning English at the pastoral 
center where Hector was working. Invited 
to attend a retreat for young adults, Hec- 
tor went ‘‘to find out what Taize was all 
about.’ Gradually, Hector says, ‘‘I be- 
came friends with the brothers and slowly

became interested in their way of life.” 

After a time, Hector went to live with 
the brothers at Taize’s home community. 
There Hector discovered he was not 
alone. ‘‘] met young people from many 
countries and many cultures who were 
troubled by the same questions I had. 
They too were searching for something to 
commit themselves to. I began to see 
there was hope — because Christ is with 
us. Underlying all the turmoil visible in 
our environment, he is present.” 

After five months, the young man re- 
turned to New York. ‘‘Il wanted to live 
among my own people,” he says. The 
small Taize community lives in “Hells 
Kitchen,”’ a notorious slum in New York 
City. 


ACCORDING TO Hector, the group 
found a rundown apartment, with broken 
windows and holes in the roof, where 
nothing worked except the electricity. 
They moved into the virtually abandoned 
building and began, slowly, to make 
repairs. 

Hectors lives with four or five Taize 
brothers of different nationalities,

A proclamation of 
something deeper

Mark’s Gospel offers an overview of a 
typical day in the ministry of Jesus. As 
part of it, Mark tells of Jesus going from 
the synagogue to the house of Simon and 
Andrew. 


There Jesus is dismayed to find 
Simon’s mother-in-law laid low by a 
fever. Jesus approaches her, takes her by 
the hand and helps her up. The fever 
clears up immediately and she goes right 
on to wait on the little group. 

On the surface, this is a simple story, 
but neither Mark nor his community was 
concerned with human interest stories for 
their own sake. 

Every action of Jesus was a proclama- 
tion of something deeper. Every miracle 
was more than just an amazing display of 
God-given power. 

BY CONNECTING the jacident with 
the one in the synagogue where Jesus had 
driven out an evil spirit, Mark indicates 
the two are related. 

Exorcisms and healings were intimately 
connected. Both were assaults on the 
realm of evil. In Jesus’ case, they were an 
integral part of his mission to proclaim in 
an effective way the advent of God’s 
reign. This involved the defeat of the 
forces of evil, whatever form they might 
take. 

Mark’s telling of the story contains 
other elements. The cure is effected 
quietly, effortlessly, and its results are 
immediate. This underscores the 
supreme power of Jesus. 

By his choice of words, Mark suggests 
something of great importance to his 
readers. The phrase he used for “‘helped 
her up”’ is actually ‘raised her up,”’ the 
technical term for the resurrection of 
Jesus and of Christians. By using that ter- 
minology, Mark suggests that Jesus, by 
his power as risen Lord, has raised Chris- 
tians from the incapacitating fever of sin. 


JUST AS Simon’s mother-in-law 
began immediately to serve, so the Chris- 
tian is called to serve, to minister. 

The typical day in the life of Jesus ends 
at sunset and so does the Sabbath. The 
people are now free to carry their sick and 
infirm to Jesus, and Mark describes the 
ensuing activity in a characteristic summ- 
ary statement, which is not without exag- 
geration: ‘““Before long the whole town 
was gathered outside the door.” 

But it is an impressive picture of Jesus’ 
healing power, which reaches out to all. 
The Gospel says he cured many people 
and cast out many. demons. 

The expelled demons are not allowed 
to speak ‘“‘because they knew him.” One 
of the striking features of Mark’s Gospel 
is his concern with secrecy about Jesus’ 
true identity. 


THIS HAS been variously explained, 
but whatever the reasons, it clearly is 
Mark’s way of stressing that before the 
cross and resurrection Jesus simply can- 
not be understood correctly — by anyone. 


The fact that Jesus goes off by himself 
to pray early the next morning suggests 
that a crisis has arisen. People are getting 
excited about him, but their excitement 
has nothing to do with who he réally is or 
what his mission is. Even the disciples 
have caught the fever. 


The disciples track Jesus down and, as 
the Greek suggests, begin to pester him 
to take advantage of his growing 
popularity. But Jesus is not out to win a 
popularity contest. He has come to proc- 
laim the reign of God. 


So his answer is: ‘‘Let us move on to 
the neighboring villages so that I may pro- 
claim the good news there also. This is 
what I have come to do.” 


So he went into synagogues preaching 
the good news and expelling demons 


thealighout the whole of Galilee. 
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denominations and ages. Brothers come 
from Spain, Puerto Rico, Switzerland and 
Holland. Hector, at 21 is the youngest; 
the oldest is 72. Half are Protestant and 
half are Catholic. Hector points out that 
the community considers it important for 
members to continue to participate in 
their-own churches. 


The aim of the community, Hector 
explains, is to be ‘‘a faithful presence of 
prayer living in the midst of the poorest of 
the poor. We are a group of fragile men 
with a dream of living together. We know 
we are weak and that God has chosen us 
to live in this community.” 


RECONCILIATION is at the heart of 
Taize. Members ‘“‘try to live as visible 
signs of reconciliation,’ Hector adds, 
believing firmly that reconciliation has to 
take place within the Christian family 
first. Only then will the world family be 
reunited. 


Gradually, as others saw what was hap- 
pening in the building, they slowly moved 
into the other apartments, Hector relates.

For instance, Brother Leonard 
said, in October 3,000 persons met 
in Boston, 2,000 in Philadelphia 
and 600 or more in New York City. 


In Boston, the pilgrimage 
attracted young people between 17 
and 30 from many ethnic groups 
and many denominations as well 
— Catholic and Greek Orthodox, 
Methodist and Baptist. 


Taize, of course, is the unique 
ecumenical monastery in France. It 
works for Christian unity and the 
unity of all humankind. And it is 
known for its special association 
with the young. 


BROTHER Leonard told of the 
Boston pilgrimage. The participants 
divided into 53 groups led by local 
leaders and traveled to various 
Boston locations. Their purpose? 
To experience reconciliation in 
concrete terms. 


Accordingly, one group visited a 
predominantly Irish neighborhood 
and walked from the Roman Cath- 
olic parish to the Greek Orthodox 
parish to “‘symbolize the search for 
communication between different 
ethnic groups.’’ Afterward, Brother 
Leonard said, an Irish participant 
commented on the occasion’s 
unique flavor, since, he said, the

which large numbers of youth Par- 


their neighbors regularly, at least weekly 
or every 10 days. 

Working with a tenants’ association, 
they have cleaned up and renovated the 
building. Recently, working through a city 
program, the 20 tenants, including strug- 


. gling actors and menial laborers, were 


able to buy their individual apartments 
very inexpensively. The brothers live on 
what they can earn themselves. One 
brother, a talented artist, sells his art. 
Hector works part time with older adults 
and he studies at Fordham University. 


EVENTUALLY Hector hopes to take 
vows as a Taize brother, vows of celibacy, 
communal living and obedience. He has 
decided to do this, he says, because the 
brothers have ‘‘such a deep commitment 
to the Gospel life. We live in close friend- 
ship and share our lives with each other 
and with our other brothers throughout 
the world.” 

What are his future plans as a Taize 
brother? Brother Hector just laughs and 
says, “I’m not preparing for anything 


especially. We don’t plan for the future.” 
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Irish and the Greek have little con-+ 
tact with each other. 

In the evening, people walked in 
pilgrimage to Holy Cross 
Cathedral. There, Brother Leonard 
explained, they participated in a 
service attended by Roman Catho- 
lic and Protestant leaders, includ- 
ing Boston’s Cardinal Humberto 
Medeiros. 


ACCORDING TO Brother 
Leonard, Taize’s founder, Brother 
Roger, spoke in Boston about how 
a local parish can become a place of 
reconciliation where people of 
different backgrounds meet. 

To organize the pilgrimage, 
Brother Leonard contacted Car- 
dinal Medeiros and Protestant 
religious leaders before Easter to 
see if the pilgrimage: “‘could fit in 
with their pastoral needs.”’ He also 
contacted neighborhood leaders 
who provided invaluable: assis- 
tance. 

Among: those leaders were two 
who visited Taize while in France 
several years ago. Now they live in 
poor areas of Boston. One teaches 
theology while another is a social 
worker. They hold monthly meet- 
ings in their neighborhoods to 
‘‘pray and work on social justice,”’ 
Brother Leonard reported. 

A Taize representative will 
remain in the Boston area for 
awhile to help neighborhood 
groups continue the work of recon- 
ciliation, Brother Leonard con- 
cluded. Already, he noted, an 
Irish-Greek group has planned to 
meet again on Thanksgiving Day. 
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‘*I am thinking particularly of the catechesis of youth and young 
adults. These two age groups have been and are still highly criticized 
by many persons. Yet we know that if they are given a sense of their 
own worth, if they are given something worthwhile to do and if they 
are affirmed by being given personal responsibility and initiative, 
they respond very well to religion and religious values. People must 
care and this care must be sincere and evident.’’ (Archbishop Jean 
Jadot, former apostolic delegate in the United States, speaking in

Funding

e Since 1970, American Catholics have 


contributed nearly $88 million in their fight against

¢ Last year, $8.7 million was collected by 
CHD. One-fourth of this amount was retained in 
the dioceses for local justice-oriented efforts. The 
remaining money was sent to the national CHD. 


¢ In 1980, 163 low-income groups around the 
country received self-help grants and loans financed 
by the national share of the collection. 


© Of every $1 the national CHD receives, 96 
cents goes directly into the self-help grants and 
loans. 

On the national level, an advisory committee of 
40 persons — lay and Religious — annually 
recommends projects to be funded.

CHD director visits 
San Diego; discusses 
pressing needs of poor

SAN DIEGO — Budget cutbacks in 
Washington and a shift from social to 
military spending are ‘‘bad news for 
poor people,’’ says Father Marvin A: 
Mottet, executive director of the 
Campaign for Human Development, 
the U.S. bishops’ anti-poverty arm. 


Father Mottet came to San Diego 
in late September to present a $40,000 
grant to the Domestic Workers 
Service Center, located near St. Rita 
Church in Southeast San Diego, and 
to meet with Bishop Leo. T. Maher to 
plan this year’s CHD campaign. 


THE GRANT to the Domestic 
Workers here is one of 14. grants 
totalling over a half-million dollars 
made in the Diocese of San Diego 
since the CHD began ten years ago, 
said Father Mottet, and represents a 
return of 176 percent on monies given 
by local Catholics to ‘‘seed’’ anti-

poverty and related programs. 


‘‘CHD monies are a way out, not a 
handout,’’ said Father Mottet. ‘‘The 
money is used to get at the causes of 
poverty, and. two of our most 
important criteria for giving grants 
are whether the recipients will be self- 
sufficient after two or three years and 
if they are controlled by the poor 
themselves.”’ 


Giving, says Father Mottet, is a 
special ‘‘charism’’ of the Catholic 
faith, something firmly grounded in 
the Scriptures, the Fathers of the 
Church, and in the modern social 
teachings of the popes during the last 
100 years. 


‘““THE MONEY we give is a 
tremendous witness to our faith, a 
tremendous tool for evangelization,”’ 
said Father Mottet. ‘‘In many areas 
of the country where Catholics are a 
distinct minority, especially in the

South, it blows people’s minds away 
that Catholics would help non- 
Catholics.”’ 


What most political analysts call 
budget cuts under the Reagan 
administration are in reality bugetary 
“‘transfers’’ from the poor to the rich, 
said Father Mottet. ‘‘Military 
spending itself is the most inflationary 
form of government spending, and for 
every billion dollars we spend on arms 
we actually lose 10,000 jobs.”’ 


Present tax cuts favor the 
rich—especially those making 
$50,000 or more—and will be a 
disincentive for charitable giving that 
will cost upwards of $18 billion over the 
next five years, said Father Mottet. 


ON THE OTHER hand, he said, 


more liberal itemization rules for 
working people and middle-class 
taxpayers could result in another $5 
billion loss to local parishes and 
dioceses and campaigns like CHD by 
1986, but still leave a shortage of $13 
billion for the period.

Gospel in solidarity with the poor as 
Christ did,’’ he said. The Church will | 


suffer, as it does in Poland or Latin 


America, added Father Mottet, but it 


is never stronger than when it is 
persecuted. 

As the Church lives out its vocation 
to the poor, said Father Mottet, 
vocations themselves will increase. 
‘Cardinal (Evaristo) Arns of Brazil 
has shown us how this happens. You 
cannot live the Gospel and ignore the 
poor. But seminaries that were empty 
10 or 15 years ago are now filled.”’ 

The U.S. bishops’ Campaign for 
Human Development is one of the 
Church’s most popular and effective 
instruments for social justice, said 
Father Mottet, and enables the small 
giver to make as important a 
contribution as those who are able to 
give larger amounts. 

““YOU’D BE surprised how many 
‘widow’s mites’ we get,’’ said Father 
Mottet. ‘‘And collections actually go 
up in difficult times when people 
know their friends and neighbors are 
hurting. They do dig deeper.”’

Guess who said this: 

‘“Again and again I find in young peo- 
ple the joy and enthusiasm of life, a 
searching for truth and for the deeper 
meaning of the existence that unfolds 
before them.” : 

Some idealist said it, you think? A non- 


parent? Someone out of touch with 


today’s youth? 

It was the pope. He had just arrived in 
Boston, Mass. It was Oct. 1, 1979, and 
heavy rain fell during the Mass he celebr- 
ated on the Boston Common. His words 
that evening were prepared especially 
with young people in mind. 

But could one expect his message to get 
through to modern youth? Here is how 
he exhorted them: 


“FACED WITH problems and disap- 
pointments, many people will try to 
escape from their responsibility: escape in 
selfishness, escape in sexual pleasure, 
escape in drugs, escape in violence, 
escape in indifference and cynical 
attitudes. But today I propose to you the 
option of love, which is the opposite of 
escape . .. Whatever you make of your 
life, let it be something that reflects the 
love of Christ.” 

Wherever selfishness threatens to take 
over the world, the pope said, youth 
ought to make it their task to reveal the 
true meaning of life. 

Later during his U.S. visit, when the 
pope met young people in New York’s 
Madison Square Garden, they gave him 
four gifts that were signs of their friend- 
ship. The first three were a T-shirt, blue 
jeans and a guitar. 


THE FOURTH gift: their pledges to 


serve other people in need. 

The image of the young people that day 
in Madison Square Garden may not have 
fit some people’s images of modern 


- youth. 


But the pope would have been 
surprised by neither the enthusiasm of 
the young people nor by their pledges of 
service to fellow human beings. It is clear 
that he has great confidence in youth. 

The fact is that he has gained a reputa- 
tion in Poland and Rome and in many 
nations as a friend of youth. He talks to 
them. He listens to them (as he was seen 
to do that day in Madison Square 
Garden). He even sings with them. - 

Another of the great modern friends of 
youth is Brother Roger Schutz, prior of 
the ecumenical monastery in France 
known as Taize. Over the past decade, 
Brother Roger has been a central figure in 
an ongoing encounter with youth from 
many nations who have camped out on 
the grounds of Taize. 


THE IMAGE of modern youth gained 
by a look into Taize is intriguing. Youth 
go to Taize simply to pray, to discuss the 
Beatitudes or the meaning of faith with 
other young people and with the monks. 
They pray for Christian unity and world 
justice. 

Asa friend of youth, Brother Roger is a 
good listener. He once said: “‘We who are 
older must listen, and never condemn. 
Listen, always listen, and so grasp the 
very best of the creative intuitions alive in 
the hearts of today’s youth.” 

To learn how to speak with the world’s 
youth about poverty and about the need 
to serve others, Brother Roger repeatedly 
has gone out to live with the poor in the 
far corners of the globe. 


FOR AWHILE Brother Roger, some

Rome lies beyond. 
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Bishops form a college

VATICAN CITY—Everyone 
knows that the pope is the head of the 
Roman Catholic Church. But when 
he makes a decision affecting the lives 
of more than 700 million Catholics 
around the world, who advises him? 

The First Vatican Council in 1870 
formally defined the extent of papal 
power and jurisdiction in the Church 
as something Jesus gave to St. Peter 
and which the Roman pontiffs, as 
Peter’s successors, have inherited. 

IT SAID the Bishop of Rome has 
the full, ordinary and immediate 
power of a bishop over the whole 
Church. The pope is chief legislator, 
executor of laws and the final arbiter 
‘of justice. : 

The Second Vatican Council 


First 


(1962-1965) reaffirmed the 
Vatican Council’s definition of papal 
infallibility but also emphasized the 
pastoral nature of the pope’s power. It 
stressed the ‘‘supreme and _ full 
power’? over the Church of the 
College of Bishops, as successors of 
the apostles, in union with the pope. 
But it also stated clearly -that this 
power of the world’s bishops acting 
together does not exist without the 
Roman pontiff at their head. 


This power of the bishops in union 
with the pope is most clearly seen in 
ecumenical councils. The 21 
ecumenical (all-Church) councils 
have played a major role in settling: 
disputed questions of doctrine, and 
have established long-range policies 
and disciplines in the Church. 


Needs many, unimaginable

VATICAN CITY (NC) — ‘‘Each 
of the Vatican congregations has a 
specific area of specialization — 
bishops, priests, education,’’ said an 
American official of the papal Secre- 
tariat of State. ‘‘What we do is pick 
up the odds and ends.”’ 


That role, especially under the 
energetic and popular Pope John Paul 
II, includes everything from prepar- 
ing a daily briefing book of world 
news to finding a Chinese language 
scholar in the middle of Tokyo to 
answering the tens of thousands of 
letters sent to the pope each day. 


IT ALSO MEANS coordinating 
the activities of about 300 Vatican 
diplomats throughout the world, 
planning Pope John Paul’s many 
international trips to the last detail, 
and slaving over translations of major 
papal documents to assure that official 
versions in seven languages coincide 
with the sense of the pope’s original 
Polish. 


“Pope John Paul’s needs are 
numerous, unimaginable,’’ said the 
official, who recalls the search for a 
specialist in Chinese in the Japanese 
capital of Tokyo when the pope 
decided to speak in Chinese during an 
address in Hiroshima, Japan. 


The official, who asked not to be 
named, described 66-year-old 
Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, the papal 
secretary of state, as ‘‘the pope’s 
number one collaborator in the day- 
to-day running of the Church.’* 


AT THE VATICAN, Cardinal 


Casaroli is assisted by Spanish Arch- 
bishop Eduardo Martinez Somalo, his 
undersecretary, and about 150 
priests, nuns, and lay people. 


Father John C. Nienstedt, a priest 
of the Archdiocese of Detroit and one 
of the youngest staff members at the 
Secretariat of State, compares his 
present duties to a previous post as 
personal secretary to Cardinal John 
Dearden of Detroit. 
distinctions 


““There are some 


between the Secretariat of State and a - 


bishop’s secretary,’’ he said. ‘‘For 
example, a local bishop does not have 
the global responsibility nor the 
governmental responsibilities that the 
pope does.”’ 


BUT BOTH JOBS involve dealing 
with “‘the nitty gritty nuts and bolts,”’ 
Father Nienstedt said. And at the 
Secretariat of State ‘‘the holy father is 
very much in charge. He sets the 
tone.”’ 


The Detroit priest works with seven 
other priests and four nuns in the 
secretariat’s English-language 
section, which receives more corres- 
pondence than any of the other seven 
language groups. 

An oath of confidentiality taken by 
each secretariat employee precluded 
any discussion of the contents of the 
letters he handles. Father Nienstedt 
said each letter is ‘‘brought to the holy 
father’s attention’? and receives a 
personal response signed by an official 
of the Secretariat of State or by the 
pope himself.

THE NICENE Creed we recite 
during the Mass is the expression of 
our Catholic faith formulated at the 
first council, which met at Nicea (now 
in modern Turkey) in the year 325. 


Other broad structures for decision 
making and government in the 
Church are the College of Cardinals 
and the World Synod of Bishops. The 
most important function of the 
College of Cardinals is to govern the 
Church between papacies and to elect 
a new pope. 

The College of Cardinals as such 
does not handle the daily 
administration of the Church, but the 
cardinals play a major role in the 
Curia, whose. departments 
(congregations) they head. The 
World Synod of Bishops meets every 
three years to advise the pope on 
major Church issues; its members are 
elected by the world’s bishops to be 
their representatives. 


THE CHIEF curial office is the 
Secretariat of State, charged with 
assisting the pope in his care of the 
Universal Church, his relations with 
the Curia and with dioceses and the 
world’s governments. 


The Vatican’s congregations 
oversee Church teaching, the naming 
of bishops and the running of 
dioceses, Religious life, priestly life 
and ministry, Catholic schools and 
Seminary training, the Church in 
mission lands, Eastern-rite churches, 
norms for liturgy and the 
administration of the sacraments, and 
even the process of declaring new 
saints for veneration by Catholics. 


There are nine; the most important 
is the Congregation for the Doctrine 
of the Faith, the chief watchdog 
agency in matters of Church teaching 
on faith and morals. It is also in 


charge of the International 
Theological Commission and_ the 
Pontifical Biblical Commission, 


consisting of papally appointed 
scholars who advise the pope and the 
doctrinal congregation on theological 
and biblical questions. :

‘“‘WHILE PRESENTING the 
teaching of the Church as contained 
in the Declaration on Sexual Ethics of the

Several of our 
brother bishops have issued -pastoral 
letters with regard to homosexuals 
and are seeking effective ways to 
minister to them. But there is no 
doubt at all that our ministry to the 
homosexual must be based on the 
authentic teaching of the Church.”’ 


In a letter also sent Oct. 26 to 
Salvatorian Father Robert Nugent 
and School Sister of Notre Dame 
Jeannine Gramick, co-directors of

SAN DIEGO — More than 700 
men and women have _ received 
bilingual vocational training since 
1972 in programs sponsored by 
Catholic Community Services at the 
Padre Hidalgo Center, and another 
group received their diplomas Nov. 6. 


The programs were initiated to help 
needy people, mostly women who are 
unskilled even in how to obtain a job, 
and who in many cases did not even 
have enough English to enter the job 
market; their only other recourse was 
public welfare. 

UNDER THE GUIDANCE of 
Holy Spirit Sister Sara Murrieta, the 
Padré Hidalgo Center’s director, the 
department of vocational training, 
composed of Lilia Lopez, Martha 
Villegas, Mary Montano, Maria 
Williams, Maria Zavala, and Maria 
Lira, has provided courses for clerk- 
typists’ and medical clerks, bilingual 
secretarial skills, and English as a 
second language for those who needed 
the training. 

In addition to vocational training, 
Centro Padre Hidalgo also encour- 


Padre Hidalgo aims at ‘reality’ 


ages self-determination through 
supportive programs, workshops, and 
services in such areas as communica- 
tion skills and personal hygiene, 
among others. Videotaping is used so 
that trainees have the opportunity to 
evaluate themselves and see the 
impression they make on others. 


Padre Hidalgo personnel work 
closely with the San Diego Regional 
Employment Consortium; funding is 
provided under the Comprehensive 
Employment Training Act, and addi- 
tional staff services are provided by 
the Harbor View Educational Center. 


TRAINEES ALSO have the 
opportunity to qualify for a high 
school equivalency diploma as well as 
U.S. citizenship. The placement rate 
for students in the clerk-typist course 
is over 80 percent, and the others have 
a chance to further their education or 
begin an active job search. 

Like all Padre Hidalgo programs, 
the vocational training reinforces the 
individual’s ‘‘reality’’ — physical, 
psychological, cultural, educational, 
and spiritual, said Sister Sara.
